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Honor Flight 
LI Resuming 
Biannual 
Veterans 
Trips to D.C. 
Memorials

outhampton-based nonprofit Honor Flight Long 

Island (HFLD will resume June 4 flying U.S. mil- 
itary veterans for free biannually to visit their war 
memorials in Washington, D.C., ending a two-year 
pandemic-induced pause. : 

Booked for the flight are 40 veterans — 37 of the 
Vietnam War and three of World War II — to visit 
their military memorials, meet with service branch 
representatives, and commemorate their duty with 
other veterans. 

“What this flight really represents is a big hug to 
all our veterans from Honor Flight, their families 
and supporters who make such flights possible,” said 
HFLI President Bill Jones. 

The program, which launched in 2005 and has 
since grown into more than 100 chapters nation- 
wide, provides veterans with an all-expense-paid 
day trip that is funded through $400 tax-deductible 
donations and sponsorships. The LI chapter has 
flown nearly 2,000 vets since 2007, halted flights 
when COVID-19 hit and took a smaller-than-usual 
group of WWII vets last year before gearing up for 
its regular schedule. 

After visiting the memorials, local dignitaries, 
supporters and music will welcome returning vet- 
erans upon their arrival at Long Island MacArthur 
Airport in Ronkonkoma, as is tradition. 


“This will help give them the welcome back they 


never got,” said Bill Donahue, an HFLI board mem- 
ber.

The excitement has been building since before the 
pandemic, noted Jamie Bowden, HFLI’s secretary. 

“Some Vietnam veterans have been on the waitlist 
since 2016,” said Bowden. “Everybody is so excited.” 

One moment that encapsulated the significance 
of the trips for Donahue came when a group of Girl 
Scouts approached a veteran he was accompanying, 
thanked the veterans for their service, shook their 
hands and asked, “Did you fight in the Atlantic or 
Pacific?” The question stunned the veteran — who 
did not expect younger generations to know and care 
about their stories — was brought to tears. “I did not 
think we had it in us,” Donahue recalled the veteran 
saying. 


“These unscripted, unscheduled moments make it 
all worth it,” said Donahue. “Veterans go in without 
any expectations and are thrilled.” 

To help keep the flights going, HFLI is hosting 
its Listen To The Wind fundraiser gala on July 16 
to honor the service of U.S. Marine Corps Sergeant 
Evelyn Kandel. HFLI is currently accepting applica- 
tions for veterans from World War II, The Korean 
War, and the Vietnam War, as well as any other vet- 
eran facing terminal illness. Applications to serve as 
a guardian are open as well.

ree more East End farms — two on the 
North Fork and one in the Hamptons — 
have gotten the green light from New York 
State to start growing adult-use recreational 
marijuana, officials said. 

The state Cannabis Control Board granted 
conditional cultivator licenses to Oregon 
Road Organics in Cutchogue and WJF Farms 
in Peconic at its May 19 meeting, and Bridge- 
hampton Loam LLC on May 5. 

“We're excited to continue to advance the 
seeding opportunity initiative,” state Office 
of Cannabis Management Executive Director 
Chris Alexander told the CCB. “We're moving 
quickly, knowing that the growing season is 
short, and wanting our farmers to take full 
advantage of that season.” 

To date, 146 farms have been granted con- 
ditional licenses, including seven on Long 
Island, with most of the local licensees on the 
East End. Recreational marijuana dispensa- 
ries, however, have yet to be licensed.

he plan to convert East Hampton Airport from 
public to private use hit turbulence after a Suf- 
folk County court blocked the move and the Fed- 
eral Aviation Administration moved ane with 
part of the plan anyway.

“The paramount concern of the FAA is assuring 
aviation safety,” FAA Regional Administrator Ma- 


rie Kennington-Gardiner wrote in a letter to the 
town. “The deactivation of the East Hampton air- 
port is a process that cannot be quickly, and more 
importantly safely stopped, or undone, by the FAA, 
as certain steps have already been taken, including 
changing the airport identifier and creating new 
special instrument procedures that pilots have 
been advised to follow.” 

The airport code — the three letters the FAA's air 
traffic controllers and other staff use as shorthand 
for the airport — was changed from HTO to JPX. 
The next court hearing in three lawsuits blocking — 
the airport conversion — which the town says will 
allow it to enact new flight restrictions to appease’ 
noise complaints — is scheduled for May 26. A re- 
cently filed fourth lawsuit is also now pending in 
Central Islip federal court.

East End Congressional District Revised 
Again to Include Huntington

e East End’s congressional 
district once again stretched 
to Nassau County under the latest 
court-ordered revisions to New York 
State’s lines amid legal challenges to 
the decennial redistricting process. 
Steuben County court appointed 
special master Jonathan Cervas 
released final versions of new Con- 
gressional and state Senate maps 
just minutes before his May 20 
deadline. Judge Patrick McAllister 
quickly approved them. The state’s 
ist Congressional District includes . 
all five Twin Forks towns and 


stretches across the entire North 
Shore of Suffolk County to Hunting- 
ton. — 

“New York’s ist Congressional District is now one 
of the most competitive districts in the country,” said 
Suffolk County Legislator Bridget Fleming (D-Noy- 
ac), the frontrunner in the Democratic primary race: 

The changes came after the state’s Independent Re- 
districting Commission failed to reach a consensus 
on reapportionment required following the census, 
punted responsibility to the Democratic-controlled 
state Legislature, and the top appeals court in the 
state ruled in favor of a Republican lawsuit claiming 
makers gerrymandered the lines to their electoral ad- 
vantage. 

The Legislature’s version of the East End district 
spanned from the Twin Forks, through Democratic- 
leaning minority communities in the middle of Suf-

folk County, and included a chunk of eastern Nassau. 
A state-appointed special master initially redrew the 
district to instead lump all of the towns of Brookhav- 
en and Smithtown with the East End. The final ver- 
sion instead cut out the South Shore of Brookhaven 
town and added the Town of Huntington, which abuts 
the county line. 

It was not clear as of press time if additional legal 
challenges may ensue before the congressional pri- 
mary, which was moved from June 28 to August 23. 
The state Senate districts were also revised by the 
special master, although tweaks to the East End’s dis- 
trict were not as dramatic.

“This was not an easy decision, but I’m confident 


it’s the right one,” Hahn wrote in a May 22 letter 


to supporters in which she endorsed her colleague, 
Suffolk Legislator Bridget Fleming (D-Noyac). 
Hahn’s decision came after the latest iteration 
of repeatedly redrawn congressional lines follow- 
ing court challenges to the redistricting process. 
The legal wrangling pushed the primary back two 


months to August. 

“It is more vital than ever that we flip NY-1 and 
elect a member of Congress who will stand up for 
our values,” Hahn said. “However, given the new 
congressional lines and the late primary, it has be- 
come clear that we cannot win this race in Novem- 
ber if we are still fighting ourselves just 11 weeks 
before Election Day. 

“We must unite to win in November,” she con- 
tinued. “We simply cannot afford to continue to be 
divided. There’s no margin for error. I will not be 
responsible for making it easier for a Biept wing 
Republican to hold this seat.” 

Fleming, the Democratic frontrunner, will still 
face numerous challengers in the primary, al- 
though the field may narrow further in the coming 
weeks.

t was not long ago that 

going to New York meant 
driving down to the Hamp- 
ton Jitney stop across from 
The Palm restaurant here 
in East Hampton, parking the 
car, getting on the bus and leaving 
the car there overnight, sometimes for 
days. 

Now it’s different. My wife Chris and 
I had to go to New York for the day last 


Wednesday, so I reserved Jitney seats. 


on the 7:05 a.m. from East Hampton, 
with plans to leave the car further 
down on Main Street for the day, re- 
turn from New York around 6 a.m. and 
drive home. We believed you could 
park all day at that end of Main. 

We woke in the dark at 5:45 a.m., 
dressed and headed downstairs. On 
the way, she casually asked if I’d called 
the village the day before to confirm 
that parking on that stretch of Main 
Street between the Jitney stop and The 
1770 House, a distance of about 300 
yards, was still okay. 

“No, I forgot,” I said. “But I'll find 
out.” 

Much of the town nowadays is under 
the spell of a parking ticket company 
based, I think, in Omaha, that gets in- 
formation from surveillance cameras 
and issues summonses if you exceed 
the parking limits of one, two or three 
hours most places in town, however 
that works. 

Dawn was breaking. I thought the 
best thing to do was call the police. I 
called, told the woman who answered 
that this call was not about crime at 
this hour but about parking. 

“I think you can park there,” she 
said. “But let me consult with some- 
body.” After a brief hold, she was back. 
“My colleague and I both think there is 
a sign just west of the Jitney stop that 
says you can park down that way all 
day. We’re pretty sure.” 

“But that’s not completely sure.” 

“T don’t want to mislead you.” 

“Well, I appreciate the time.” 


From here, on my phone, 
I went on Google Maps. I 
typed in a destination of 
1770 House, clicked on 
the pin and saw all the in- 
formation about how it’s a 
cozy inn and restaurant and 
here’s their address which was 
143 Main Street. 

I then typed “141 Main Street” as 
a search and got a photograph of the 
mansion just next door to the 1770 
House. From here, I could go to street 
level and, using arrows, get a series 
of photos that marched you along 
the street toward the Jitney stop. You 
could see the curb and the street signs. 
Would one of them be a No Parking 
sign? I couldn’t tell because marching 
eastward down the street all you could 
see was the backs of the signs. 

I'd have to go to the western end of 
that stretch and march back the other 
way to see them. I took a guess. I typed 
in 100 Main Street. A mistake. That 
took me to the other side of the street, 
to the even-numbered locations, where 
the photos marched along and again 
only allowed you to see the backs of the 
signs, but the other way. 

I tried 41 Main Street to fix that, and 
it gave me BookHampton, one of the 
stores in the center of town way down, 
but on the proper side. I marched west, 


. but the photos petered out near John 


Papas Café. I would have to use a high- : 
er number. 

“What the hell are you doing?” my 
wife asked. 

“I’m getting there,” I said. “Just eat.” 

I tried 95 Main Street, but got the 
Ladies Village Improvement Society 
Bargain Box Thrift Shop, which has 
10 rooms of used books, toys, clothing 
and other objects for sale. But no street 
side view. 

I found the proper street address for 
what I had in mind at 117 Main Street. 
It had a good view west from the Jitney 
stop heading toward The 1770 House 
and the ability to march down the 
street toward it. 

The first street sign I saw, now

from the front, was a historic marker 
for May Groot Manson, 1859 to 1917, 
whose home was on that spot and who 
had been the leader of the Women’s 
Suffrage League of East Hampton. And 
then I saw something that brought me 
up short. 

Attached to every light pole about 8 
feet up was a white sign that read “No 
overnight parking.” 

Years ago, I had gotten a ticket for 
parking overnight on this stretch of 
Main Street and, complaining about it, 
talked to Larry Cantwell, who was the 
village administrator then, to tell him 
what I thought. 

“It doesn’t say anywhere you can't 
park overnight,” I told him. 

“Yes, it does,” he said. “There’s a sign 
at every road entering the town. You 
can’t get in without seeing those signs.” 

“Well, what about we who live in- 
side?” I asked. 

As a result, Cantwell purchased 60 
of these little white signs and bolted 
each one of them halfway up a light 
stanchion on both sides of Main Street 
for half a mile of downtown. I was hor- 
rified. We had windmills, town greens, 
town ponds, saltboxes, war memorials, 
colonial churches and little white — 
on every lamppost.

So that’s my story. We went. We 
parked.

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Slowly Done

have been keeping track £ 

of how long it takes for 
public-spirited people in 
the Hamptons, having de- 
cided upon some new proj- 
ect for the public good, to get 
the project done. Some go from 
idea to ribbon-cutting in a half a year. 
Some take two or three years. 

Two projects stand out for the ex- 
traordinarily long period of time it has 
taken them to get done. And in this 
column I intend to salute them and 
honor them with the titles of Runner- 
Up and Winner. 

The Runner-Up is the three-story 
19th-century Greek Revival mansion 
known as the Nathaniel Rogers House 
in the center of downtown Bridge- 
hampton. It is expected to have its 
grand opening as a historic museum 
around July 1. 

In the 1960s, when I first took notice 
of it, it was a falling-down wreck of a 
building with its grand two-story front 
portico columns held up by wooden 
bracing. It was in terrible need of 
painting, there were broken windows, 


and, amazingly, the family owning the © 


house still lived in it. 


Their income, it seemed, 
came from having rented out 
their front lawn years earli- 
er to Sunoco, who then built 
a busy gas station there. It, 
with the wrecked mansion 
behind it, faced the war me- 
morial that sits in the center of 


Main Street. What a picture. Mean- 


while, at night, a single naked lightbulb 
would get turned on in the living room 
of the mansion. That it had been built 
by a prominent businessman in 1824 
didn’t seem to matter much. 

Because this shabby situation 
marked the very center of town, there 
was sometimes talk in town of getting 
the family in there to sell. But since a 
man’s home is his castle, this didn’t get 
very far. So time went on. 

Finally, the family began to talk 
about selling the place. And the deal to 
buy it with the Town of Southampton 
occurred in 2003. The Bridgehampton 
Historical Society occupied an over- 
flowing home at the other end of town. 
They would oversee its restoration. 

An inspection of this property to 
see what had to be done began later 
that year. It was suggested it might not 
only be a new history museum, but it 
could also be a working farm. Sheep 


and lambs might be in pens outside. 
There'd be a garden. Plans were drawn 
up. I think the announcement of the 
first fundraiser took place in 2007. 
Work on it began with the bulldozing 
of the gas station. Then the front col- 
umns were repaired. Then signs went 
up on the lawn naming the firm that 
had won the bid to rebuild it. 
Unfortunately, the work proceeded 
only in fits and starts. Every year or 
two, the big billboard sign naming the 
builder was taken down and replaced 
by a new billboard naming a new 
builder. Sometimes nothing would be 
done for a year, then some work would 
be done onthe roof. A year later, a still 
newer contractor would plant a new 
billboard. Free advertising. Then a 
chain-link fence went up around the 
project. It was coming soon. The work- 
ing farm idea, however, was scuttled. 
It was only in 2021 that a beautiful 
white picket fence, built in sections 
elsewhere, was installed to replace the 
chain-link. Shortly after that, a clere- 
story, also built elsewhere, was brought 
in to adorn the roof as a widow's walk. 
And so now, a generation later, here we 
are. The new director of the museum 
is Nina Dec, who is aiming for a grand 
opening in the first week in July. 


First prize, however, has to go to the 
East Hampton Historical Farm Mu- 
seum that occupies the corner of Cedar 
Street and North Main Street in East 
Hampton across from the firehouse. 

For a long time, between 1960 and 
1990, I didn’t even know a building ex- 
isted at that corner. I'd drive by it every 
day on my way to work. The lot at that 
corner was a thicket of foliage. 

But then, one day around 1993, I saw 
avery elderly man kneeling on the side- 
walk with hammer and nails building 
a vertical wood-plank fence along the 
property line to hold in the foliage. He 
started at the north end of the property 
on North Main Street, and, over a se- 
ries of months doing a few planks at a 
time, built the fence in a straight line to 
the corner, then around the corner and 
up to the end of the property on Cedar 
Street. 

When he finished, he went back 
to where he started, this time with a 
bucket of white paint and a brush. I'd 
drive by. He was doing this at his lei- 
sure. I'd only see him every once in a 
while. Mostly it was pretty slow. 

Then one day, he stopped showing up 
entirely. He’d painted the fence white 
halfway from the property’s northern 
end to the corner. The rest remained 
bare wood. And it stayed that way for 
years. My guess was, only a guess, that 
he had died. I never did learn what 
happened. 

But about 1998, I learned that this 
property was now owned by the town. 
During the following year, much of the 
foliage was cut away, to reveal a very 
old modest saltbox farmhouse on the 
property. There was also a barn. 

Lovingly, the town began making 
improvements. It seemed there was 
no budget for this. It was just that the 
builders in town had agreed to show 
up for an hour or two on weekends to 
reshingle a wall, or frame a window, 
remove the rest of the foliage, take out 
the partially completed fence, plant a 
tree or seed the lawn. The work pro- 
ceeded sporadically. In 2009, I noticed 
that new shingling which had been 
done four years earlier had weathered 
so much as to be indistinguishable 
from the shingles alongside still need- 
ing to be reshingled. 

In 2019, there was a soft opening. A 
lecture of some sort, I think. In 2020, 
a sign went up on the lawn and today 
in 2022, it is a bustling restoration of 
an old Bonac farm circa 1890 with dis- 
plays of buckboards and wagons out 
front, benches to sit on, tools in the 
barn, photographs and memories of 
those descended from East Hampton’s 
first white settlers. 

It’s taken almost 30 years. Started 
when Bill Clinton was president. The 
winner. And congratulations.

oters approved all two dozen school district 
budgets and related spending requests on the 
East End, results of the May 17 elections show.

AMAGANSETT 
Voters approved the Amagansett Union Free 
School District’s $12.6 million budget with 84 for 
and 11 against. Also approved were a pair of spend- 
ing propositions for a masonry project and school 
bus. Incumbent school board candidate Kristen Pe- 
terson was re-elected after running unopposed and 
Wayne Gauger won an open seat. 
BRIDGEHAMPTON 
The $20.9 million Bridgehampton Schools budget 
passed with a tally of 103 to 37, with two spending 
packages approved by similar margins. Incumbent 
school board members Carla Lillie and Jennifer 
Vinski were both re-elected without opposition. 


EAST HAMPTON 


Voters passed the East Hampton School District’s 
$76.5 million budget 186 to 21 along with a proposi- 
tion to establish a capital reserve fund. Re-elected 
were school board members Sandra Vorpahl, Jus- 
tine O’Mara Limonius and James Foster. 

EAST QUOGUE 

The $27.5 million East Quogue Union Free School 
District budget passed 451 to 95, with its proposi- 
tion passing by a larger margin. Incumbent school 
board member Jessica Stalters was re-elected and 
Briana Gladding beat Allison Ford for an open seat. 

FISHER ISLAND 

Sixty voters OK'd the Fisher Island Union Free 
School District’s $3.8 million budget and a proposi- 
tion to allocate $51,000 to the library passed 55 to 
5. Incumbent school board member Matthew Ed- 
wards was re-elected and Amy Harris won the race 
to fill a vacant seat. 

GREENPORT 

The Greenport Union Free School District’s $21.6 
million budget, which included a 5.75% spending 


increase and 3% tax hike, won passage 320 to 107. 
Board of education newcomers Jaime Martilotta 
and Emily Latham Whitecavage won a three-way 
race for two open seats over Babette Cornine. 

HAMPTON BAYS 

The Hampton Bays Public Schools’ $59.5 million 
budget was approved by a margin of 644 to 142. It 
featured a 3.9% budget increase and a 0% tax levy 
increase. Voters also approved by a similar margin a 
a proposition to authorize spending up to $300,000 
to repair, reconstruct and upgrade the school dis- 
trict’s buildings, facilities and grounds, including 
incidental costs. 

MATTITUCK-CUTCHOGUE 

Voters approved the Mattituck-Cutchogue Union 
Free School District’s $42.8 million budget, which 
includes a 1.4% spending increase and 1.8% tax 
hike, with 524 voting in favor and 156 against. Vot- 
ers also approved propositions authorizing STEM, 
building roof repairs and the creation of a capital re- 
serve fund. Board of education incumbents George 
Haase and Jennifer Anderson were re-elected over 
challenger Jaqueline Zappulla.

The Linden Estate in Southampton Village, a tra- 
ditional-style manor house with its red-tile gambrel 
roof, once again makes our list despite a reduction in 
price from $75 million in late 2020. Harald Grant 
of Sotheby’s International Realty and Tim Davis of 
Corcoran have the co-listing. 

The 18,000-square-foot house is situated on near- 
ly 10 acres at 160 Ox Pasture Road, in the exclusive 
estate section. “Very few properties can compare in 
terms of the acreage, the incredible landscaping, the 
size of the main residence, and the array of incred- 
ible amenities, especially the pool house conserva- 
tory,” says Grant, whose listings, like Davis’s, are 
among the most expensive and luxurious on the 
East End. “Most of all its provenance is nonpareil, 
from the original architect, Grosvenor Atterbury, 
to the Frederick Law Olmsted park-like landscape 
design.” 

The estate’s name comes from the specimen trees 
that line the property and came from Olmsted, the 
father of landscape architecture who is best known 
for designing Central Park. 

Grosvenor Atterbury, who spent summers on his 
family’s 80-acre estate in nearby Shinnecock Hills 
(a section in Shinnecock Hills is now called the At- 
terbury Estates) designed the home in 1915. 

Today, the grandeur of Atterbury’s design is still 
evident with many of the authentic details pre- 
served. There is original millwork and massive fire- 
places—a total of eight wood-burning fireplaces. A 
grand hall leads into the main living room with cof- 
fered ceilings, where glass doors in the living room 
provide a picturesque view of the estate with its ma- 
ture trees, flowering shrubs, evergreen perimeters 
and rose gardens. 

Newly added modern amenities include such of- 
ferings as an indoor pool, greenhouse, and a turret 
that houses a gym.

We wanted Flash to work not only literally but 
thematically with images that were high-end fash- 
ion with a flash of ingenuity. Italian Vogue photog- 
rapher Greg Lotus creates female-centric photos 


that are graphic and sexy, celebrating women with 


personality, vintage style and oftentimes humor. 
Lotus’ lens is much broader including beautiful 
portfolios of male subjects and celebrities, but as 
two female gallerists we liked the idea of a myriad 
of scenarios with women playing all the leads.

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Paula Poundstone Is Bringing the Laughs Back to Bay Street '

a ee hysterical and ever-popular Paula Poundstone 
has played, and slayed, audiences at Bay Street 
Theater more times than we can keep track of (a good 
thing!) and on Saturday, May 28 she is bringing her 
smart, observational humor and super-spontaneous 
wit back to Sag Harbor to kick off Bay Street’s sum- 
mer comedy season. 

Nobody works a crowd like Paula Poundstone. Her 
way with an audience is the stuff of legend as she 
consistently weaves her hilarious observations and 
personal stories in with her crowd work and quick 
comebacks. 

Best known these days as the regular (skepti- 
cal) panelist on NPR’s news quiz show Wait Wait 
... Dont Tell Me!, Poundstone has racked up a lot of 
gigs and credits in her 43 years as a comedian, com- 
mentator and author: the first woman to win a Cable 
ACE award, the first female comic to perform at the 
White House Correspondents Dinner, and in 2020, 
her HBO special Cats, Cops and Stuff was named by 
Time magazine as one of the “5 Funniest Stand-Up 
Specials Ever,” to name a few. 

We caught up with Poundstone via phone from her 
home in Los Angeles between her touring dates, her 
weekly podcast Nobody Listens to Paula Poundstone, 
and her litter box shifts (she has 10 cats), to talk about 
her upcoming show at Bay Street, and much more. 


Are you competing with Colin Quinn for 
the most number of dates at Bay Street? 

I love the audiences there — I have had such a good 
time every time. I do a lot of talking to the audience 
and there’s always great people to talk to — though I 
will say my manager used to tell people that I some- 
how had a sense of who to talk to — which is such 
a crock. Every time she said that I thought, “No, I 
don't.” 


When you come to Sag Harbor, do you stay 
or do you leave the next day? 
Yeah, right — that one. I tell my jokes, then leave. 


Do you ever spend time out east? 
It’s a bit rich for my blood. I mean, it’s pretty — you 
see why the rich people took it. It’s very beautiful. 


But I love the Roddy McDowell (dressing room at . 
Bay Street). It’s so great. I love the Richard Green. 


wall paint, but the Roddy McDowell-themed dress- 
ing room is unique ... I do hang around a little bit 
after the show because I love to look at the pictures of 
the cast of the plays in the lobby. 


How often do you change your set? 

Kind of. I don’t really have a set per se ... what hap- 
pens is, somebody will say something and it will re- 
mind me, at times, of a story or a thing and then I'll 
say that thing ... I’m a little bit like a pinball machine 
— you know, one thing knocks me into another. 


You started at age 19 in Boston. Was that 
hard, as a young female comic then? 

Boston was all right. I have fond memories. Was it 
misogynistic and blah, blah, blah — yeah, but so is 
everything, so I didn’t really notice. I can’t say that 
I went onstage and felt like, “Oh boy, it’s an uphill

struggle because I’m a woman.” I didn’t. I didn’t pro- 
cess that because everything was like that ... 

I did decide very early on that my job is gender- 
less and that I was just going to. make sure that I was 
the best at it that I could be — so any other consider- 


ations just sort of fell by the wayside. I decided that I. 


would make it so that when I was in clubs, anyways, 
if somebody didn’t hire me, they looked stupid. 


Robin Williams was helpful to your career, 
wasn’t he? 

He was helpful. Anybody my age and younger 
owes a debt of gratitude to Robin Williams be- 
cause in the late ’70s early ’80s when there was the 
resurgence of interest in stand-up comedy — and 
obviously stand-up comedy had been around since 
we came out of caves — but when there was a re- 
surgence of interest in it, it was largely sparked by 
Robin Williams. There were others, there was Billy 
Crystal and David Brenner, and there were other re- 
ally great stand-ups working back then, but now you 
can’t swing a dead cat and not hit a stand-up comic, 
you know? There’s no school in the country that 
doesn’t have a comedy night; you know, for a fun- 
draiser for their school. Because there’s at least one 
parent in every school that’s:a comic, somewhere ... 
(we laugh) 


What scares you the most? 
Probably climate change, I guess. 


What would you say makes you happiest . 


and most satisfied? 
Well, I love the sound of laughter. I absolutely do. 


My mother was like this really kind of a miserable — 


wretch of an unhappy person and probably for all 
good reasons, I don’t know... And so my mother had 
this friend Mrs. Hollis, who was from Maine and I 
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was raised in Massachusetts — they would play ca- ~ : 


nasta and when they were doing this, they would 
send us upstairs, the kids couldn't be in the room 
when they were playing canasta. ‘ 

And the sound of them laughing, coming through 
the floor, coming through the ceiling, through the 


floor to the upstairs, to this day, is one of the most 
joyous sounds I’ve ever heard. And part of it was be- _ 
cause my mother wasn’t generally laughing ... Mrs. 
Hollis had this great Maine cackle and my sisters _ 
found it so annoying, and I was just like, “Really? — 


Because this is GREAT!” 
Laughter, it’s the best thing.

The Stunning New Exhibition at the Dorr

here is something extraordinary happening 

at the Parrish Art Museum. Even the much- 
revered natural light on the East End seems to be 
in on it. 

Streaming through a window in the museum’s 
center gallery on a Thursday morning in Water 
Mill, the light — that magical light that has at- 
tracted so many artists (and non artists) out east 


— is projecting a piercing glow on an already- 


glowing, newly-installed sculpture by Kennedy 
Yanko titled “In the Whole World Together” — as 
if to say, “Look what we’ve got here.” 

The show-stopping pieces by Yanko feature 
crushed aluminum and undulating paint skin 
that oozes with sensuality; they literally make 
you want to break all gallery rules and touch what 
looks like poured liquid gold. Or cool teal-blue. 

Around the corner, in another gallery, a series 
of February James’ haunting portraits stare you 
down, commanding your attention and interpre- 
tation. 

The pieces are part of more than 50 captivating 
works (paintings, sculpture and installation) by 
a roster of international female artists — Leilah 
Babirye, Torkwase Dyson, February James, Ka- 
meelah Janan Rasheed, Karyn Olivier, and Ken- 
nedy Yanko — in the new exhibition Set It Off,

curated especially for the Parrish Art Museum 
by Racquel Chevremont and Mickalene Thomas, 
collectively known as Deux Femmes Noires, and 
currently running at the Parrish through July 24. 

“The ability to get these six incredible women in 
a space like the Parrish — the architecture here, 
the light, the location, the time of year which 
means the amount of eyes that will be set on 
their practice — it’s really important and I think 
it will draw a larger audience to their work,” says 
Chevremont, a sought-after art consultant, advis- 
er, and collector who, along with Thomas, a mul- 
tidisciplinary artist and innovator (she recently 
debuted her global exhibition to critical pean. 
form Deux Femmes Noires. 

The two have been working in tandem (this i is 
their third curatorial project) to launch careers 
and give artists a serious platform — particularly 
female artists of color. 

“Every artist in this show has major projects 
that are about to drop, simultaneously when this 
show is up,” emphasizes Thomas. 

The fact that we feel the need to point out that 
this exhibition is curated by two women of color 
and features six artists, all women, and all women 
of color, drives home the obvious — the art world

Noires. In fact, it seems to fuel their mission. 
“It’s exciting that we are given some of these 
opportunities because we take full advantage 
of them,” says Chevremont, “And bringing forth 
women of color and (in some cases) queer artists 
— that’s the group that gets the least representa- 


- tions in institutions,” she adds. 


The téam’s combined experience from the per- 
spective of both the artist (Thomas) and the insti- 
tution (Chevremont) helps serve their vision. 

“We just say, ‘This is what we need for the art- 
ists’ — were as equally invested as the artist 
showing,” Thomas says with conviction. 

So what attracts them to a piece of art, and in 
particular, to the works in this show? 

“When we see artists creating their own lan- 
guage,” Chevremont says. Thomas quickly builds 
on that thought: “They are all taking risks and 


_ being innovative and challenging themselves 


within the art,” she says. “They want the audience 
to engage and really think ... it’s not something 
that is just aesthetically pleasing,” Chevremont 
adds with a laugh. “They want to create work that 


‘makes a statement.” 


Sitting across from Thomas and Chevremont in 
the Parrish’s conference room as they talk about 
art and this show is like watching bold paint being 
applied in rich layers across a wide canvas. Never 
boring. Always dynamic. They are so in sync that 
they often add to, or finish, each other’s sentences. 

“All of these artists (in the show) are practitio- 
ners ... they have all been working for a very long 
time,” says Thomas.

taken with the Parrish itself — the architecture, 
the landscape, “even that it is predominantly run 
by women,” adds Thomas. And yes, the light. 

“It’s just breathtaking,” says Thomas, “and how 
it shifts during the-day ... I. think it elevates the 
work to such a level and I wish all institutions had 
the opportunity to have this type of architecture 
and lighting for spaces.” 

As for their take on the show’s title? 

Chevremont: It’s a statement: Set it Off — 
make noise, be loud! :

An artist reception will 
take place at the gallery on Saturday, 
May 28 from 4-7 p.m. 
Described by some as “hard-edge 
minimalism,” Kelly's paintings and 
sculpture explore color and structure 
through geometric abstractions, which 
he says are inspired by “the hidden ge- 
ometry of nature,” such as the golden 
méan — a mathematical ratio often 
found behind the natural world’s most 
aesthetically pleasing organic forms. 
He describes this divine proportion, 
the Fibonacci sequence and other loga- 
rithmic and academic considerations as 
being at the root of his pieces, but Kelly

acknowledges that gut instinct and an 
artistic eye also play an important role. 

No matter how the sausage gets made, 
the finished works present beautifully 
composed and visually compelling ar- 
rangements painted in oil with various 
graphite lines helping to break up or 
connect the shapes and colors within 
them. And they’re the reason Kelly has 
had an incredibly abundant two years, 
showing at numerous venues, includ- 
ing the Hamptons Fine Art Fair and Art 
Market Hamptons, the Mark Borghi 
gallery in Sag Harbor, amArtHouse gal- 
lery in Connecticut, Gallery RIVAA on 
Roosevelt Island and, of course, Colm 
Rowan Fine Art.

Though Kelly and his wife returned to 
the Hamptons, where he grew up, about 
five years ago, he says it took some time 
and effort before he was ready to refo- 
cus completely onhisart.°  ~ 

“T found New York City, living in Wil- 
liamsburg (Brooklyn), to be very dis- 
tracting. Way too many social obliga- 
tions... I was always busy, but I needed 
a little peace and quiet,” Kelly says, 
noting that he flipped some real estate 
in the city and made art for an interior 
designer there, but he longed to reclaim 
his own artistic vision instead of paint- 
ing murals or applying his talents to 
projects that brought other people’s 
ideas to life. 


“We wanted to move back here and 


we wanted to buy a house, and I wanted 


to build a studio. And it took a while to 


get that going, to find the right property, 
and then the whole project took over 
two years just due to permit issues,” 
Kelly adds. “It was only about two years 
ago that I started full-time painting 
again.” 

But he was nothing if not prepared, 
and once Kelly dove back into the art 


pool, he was doing the metaphorical: 


- butterfly stroke and winning races like a 


seasoned pro. “Right off the bat, things 
picked up really quick, which was great. 
I think I’m super lucky,” he recalls, not- 
ing that he began selling paintings right 
away. The sculptures followed and also 
became quite popular among galleries 
and collectors. 

“No one’s ever done sculptures quite 
like this before,” Kelly says of the three- 
dimensional, geometric pieces made 
from painted aluminum or ceramic. 
“They wouldn't exist without the paint- 
ings and they work hand in hand, but 
the sculptures to me are as special.” 

Despite fallow periods where he 
turned his attention elsewhere, Kelly’s 


style has remained consistent for the 


last decade. “It all starts with an initial 
calculus. Let’s say there’s a color that I 


want to use, or there are two colors that 


I'd like to use, and then the color theory 
that I’ve studied, I'll keep that in the 
back of my mind when thinking about 
how to allow the paintings to progress. 
But a lot of it is also instinct,” Kelly says, 
explaining that he’s a classically trained 
artist, and he uses things like additive 
and subtractive color theory as a jump- 
ing off point, though the work rarely 
continues on a solely academic path. 

“A lot of the interactions are based on 
the structures. The paintings have very 
strong structures, very solid structures, 
and I can’t just throw a whole bunch 
of colors at them — they won't work.

Because then the overall feeling falls 
apart. And if I make them too simple 
color-wise, then they lose the structure 
as well,” he says. “So I found this kind 
of happy medium between, let’s say, the 
right amount of color that works togeth- 
er on a canvas. Which was a shock to 
me. I didn’t think it would happen like 
that,” Kelly continues. “I didn’t think it 


‘would matter so much, that the colors 
would dictate structure and vice versa. I _ 


thought I would just be able to use what- 


ever colors I wanted whenever I wanted, - 


but when the paintings take on a life of 
their own, it doesn’t work,” he says. 

“For me it’s a yin and yang thing. It’s 
a combination of an intellectual thought 
process and an emotional intuition,” 
Kelly adds later. “It really comes down 
to, if something isn’t working, I don’t 
feel it in the brain, like I feel it in my 
chest, I feel it in my gut. Ok, the painting 
might be good, but it’s not really what 
it should be yet. That’s when I have to 
keep working at it, basically. And a lot of 
it is puzzle solving. Sometimes it might 
be one line of color that fixes or makes it 
the best painting it can be. Sometimes I 
have to start over.” : 

Kelly’s pencil lines are another inte- 
gral element of his design, because even 
as instinct plays a part, he examines all 
aspects of the work. hee 

“It’s all for a reason. And that was 
also something that developed as I de- 
veloped this style. The pencil lines, they

sometimes help bring two blocks of 
color together and they sometimes help 
separate them, which was odd. ... And 
not every pencil line is the same. They'll 
be very thin. They can be thick. They 
can be a little jagged,” he says, pointing 
out later, “These (paintings) are straight 
lines and rectangles, but they have a 
very circular motion to them. When you 


_ look at them, your eye can go all around 


the canvas.” ‘ 

Each of Kelly’s pieces on display at 
Colm Rowan will please the eye and 
animate the mind, much like the natu-

ala Sander’s love 
affair with the 
Hamptons began 
in the early 1980s 
when she met 


7a Sander, whose 


family had been visiting the East End since 
the 1940s. “We started coming out here more 
and more on weekends and eventually we 
bought our own house,” she recalls. 

Born in India and raised in the tri-state 
area, she was enjoying a successful career 


in marketing at IBM and spending a lot of 


time traveling. After the couple bought their 
home on North Haven, “I finally said, ‘I just 
can’t leave this place. I love it here.” In 2000, 
they made the move to call the place they 
love home. 

“I figured I would live happily ever after 
in my little house here on the bay,” she 
says with a laugh. “Then I started getting 
involved with things that let me use my 
marketing expertise, like Bay Street Theater, 


her husband, Jeff 


where I joined their marketing committee 
and created things with them,” such as 
a successful “Business for Bay Street” 
campaign. 

Through her volunteer work, she met 
Peter Hallock, one of the founding partners 


of Allan M. Schneider Associates, one of 


the last large, locally owned real estate 
companies on the East End at the time, and 
he encouraged her to think about a career in 
real estate. 

“I was like, ‘No, not me. Never, never 
never,” she says. But he was persuasive 
and convinced her to get her license and 
the brokerage hired her in 2001. (Allan 
M. Schneider Associates was acquired by 
National Realty Trust, Inc., and absorbed 


into The Corcoran Group, a subsidiary of 


NRT, in 2006.) 

The transition to a new career was 
natural. “I think really understanding how to 
promote and position product is everything 
when it comes to marketing and it translated 
well into real estate,” she says.

When she got her first listing, she 
created a listing sheet with photographs 
she had taken herself, which was not as 
commonplace then. “I would drop the listing 
sheets off to other offices, to other brokers 
to say, ‘Hey, I have this listing. You should 
sell it.” At that moment, I had no way other 
than networking and on the phone to get to 
clients. There was no web — well, there was, 
but the web was just in its infancy in the real 
estate world out here.” 

She seemed ahead of her time for the 
real estate market here. “I remember, | 
would walk into the office with my laptop 
and everybody thought I was insane. People 
would say, ‘Oh my God, here she comes with 
her briefcase and her skirt and her laptop 
and her pictures, like who needs this?” 

Her approach paid off. Her first sale, nine 
months in, was a little house on Noyac Road 
for $265,000. 

What followed is what Corcoran calls a 
meteoric rise. With name recognition, she is 
known as the go-to agent in the Sag Harbor-

North Haven area and now she leads a top 
team that has expanded geographically. Last 
year, they closed deals in every hamlet from 
Southampton to Amagansett. 

Mala Sander+Team at The Corcoran 
Group was the firm’s #1 team on the East

million — and in the most transactions — 
the team closes 100 to 150 rental and sales 
transactions per year.

“When we market a home, it’s not just to local 
or regional buyers,” says Labadie. 

Thinking locally, the team also had 
some fun creating a new line of hats. The 
team always leaves a welcome kit for their 
rental clients at the start of the season and 
they were talking about what they could 
give people. “We just sort of brainstormed 
about it... and we thought, what would be a 
quintessential Hamptons thing to put on the 
front of the hat?” 

They collaborated with Sag Harbor 
clothing store Sunswell to design a beach 
plum graphic. “When I first started coming 
out here to the Hamptons and I'd go for my 
runs or my walks, it was the scent of the 
beach plum that got me,” Sander says.

igh-end designers

clientele. As a resource for the design 
community, Badilla Painters considers it 
part of its mission to provide more tools for 
design professionals’ proverbial toolboxes. 
“Designers are always looking for that 
‘wow’ factor — something unique that they 
can offer their customers,” says Joe Badilla, 
presidentand founder of the Bridgehampton- 
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based company, which for more than 30 
years has provided high-quality custom 
finishing and exterior and interior painting 
throughout the Hamptons, New York City 
and Connecticut. 

Badilla Painters recently developed 
ChromableNY, a _ new, _ eco-friendly 
technology that involves applying a reflective 
chrome finish to any surface to provide 
new life to existing furniture, architectural 
elements, fixtures or even painted artwork. 

“Anything that can be painted can be 
Chromed,” Badilla says of the newly launched 
technology, which took 18 months to perfect. 
“Our formulated base coats will bond to any 


substrate — wood, leather, ceramic, plastic, 
metal, glass, bone and others.” 

Existing paints on the market range in 
sheen from flat or matte to the wet look, 
Badilla says. ChromableNY’s level of sheen is 
north of the wet look. 

“We brought the sheen level to 100 percent, 
which is above and beyond the highest level 
of sheen available on the market,” Badilla 
says. “You can see your reflection in our 
pieces.” 

ChromableNY is available in a wide 
range of colors, including classic metal and 
jewel-toned hues. The metallic color choices 
include bronze, copper, gold, silver, brass, 
champagne and space gray, while ruby red, 
emerald green, sapphire blue, aquamarine 
and citrine are among the jewel tones. 

“We canalso create custom colors,” Badilla 
says. “Designers may want a specific color to 
match a color elsewhere in the home.” 

The company has begun showing the 
product to designers, architects and 
furniture artists. 

“We are thrilled by their reaction and 
level of excitement,” Badilla says. 

While ChromableNY was still in 
development, the company unveiled its 
process to Rio Hamilton, an interior designer 
and design industry marketing consultant 
with offices in Manhattan and New Mexico.

From bronze kitchen cabinets and gold 
toilet bowls to sapphire blue armoires and 
space gray fireplaces, how ChromableNY 
is applied is limited only by the designer’s 
imagination, Badilla says. 

However, it must be applied at Badilla 
Painters’ studio. 

“While perfecting the process, we learned 
that we have to precisely control factors like 
humidity and temperature and the volume 
and consistency with which ChromableNY 
is applied.” Badilla says. “We also use a 
lot of water.” which is then separated in 
the process from the metals. The process 
is greener than chrome plating, he says.

Road “in 
Southold is Horton’s 
Lane, a_ residential 
Street that holds 
the small-town feel 
of the North Fork, 
even as it has grown 
busier and more popular in recent years. 

South of the train tracks, at the corner 
of Traveler Street, sits a red building, easily 
mistaken for a church — but look closely. “It’s 
a four-gabled cupola. That’s not a steeple,” 
explains Mike Hagerman, the building’s 
owner. “It’s more indicative of academia.” 

Built in 1867, it was originally a one-room 
schoolhouse. The sign out front today reads: 
“The Academy Printing.” 

The name honors the building’s past, as 
“an academy devoted to higher learning 
that was funded by private tuition-paying 
students and built by a group of local citizens 
committed to being educated,” says Andrea 
Aurichio of AurichioSmith Real Estate. She 
has the exclusive listing on the building, at 
360 Horton’s Lane, within the Southold Town 
Historic District. 

The 4,000-square-foot building is asking 
$1.295 million.The building falls into mixed- 
use zoning as it serves both commercial and 
residential needs and could be used either as 
single or a mixed-family use, according to 
Aurichio. 

About 20 years ago, owner Hagerman got 
the building listed on the National Register of 
Historic Places, which means the building's 
exterior must be preserved. It has been the 
home of Academy Printing since 1948, a 
commercial print shop that prints everything 
from business cards to mailers. 

Hagerman, a 12th-generation Southold

Town resident, and his wife, Rita Hagerman, 
are the fourth owners of the business. They 
also are behind Peconic Bay Shopper where, 
in 2016, they published a history of the school 
and the building’s significance in Southold 
history. 

The first Southold Academy opened 
elsewhere in 1835, when William D. Cochran, 
a “preeminent builder” at the time built a 
schoolhouse on Main Road in Southold. It 
closed in 1851. 

The Rev. Dr. Epher Whitaker had the 
idea to reopen The Academy, and he went 
to his friend Henry Huntting, treasurer of 
both the Presbyterian Church and Southold 
Savings Bank, described in the article as “a 


man always ready to further good causes.” 
Huntting pledged $1,000 if another $5,000 
could be raised — no small amount of money 
at the time. 

The community supported the idea and a 
matching $1,000 donation followed, as well 
as pledges in various amounts from Southold 
and Peconic residents to make up the total 
amount needed. 

In the summer of 1867, a lot was selected for 
the new Southold Academy on the east side of 
Horton’s Lane. Barnabas H. Booth supervised 
the construction of the building, which was 
“kept simple as funds were not plentiful,” the 
history says. 

“The original plan did not include a steeple 
but N. Hubbard Cleveland ‘could not reconcile 
himself to this omission, and took up a special 
collection, that a steeple might be added,” the 
history continues. 

“The building’s steep steps and quaint 
steeple created a distinct and well-known 
landmark for many residents of the North 
Fork,” it says. 

Its Cottage Red color makes it stand out 
too. While some of the older pictures make it 
appear white, Hagerman is certain it’s always 
been red. “In my youth, I painted it once and 
we sanded it down and it was red.” 

Furniture was made specifically for the 
school with the desks and settees being 
“cherry on iron standards.” The Rev. Whitaker 
chose textbooks. He reached out to Hamilton 
College and a_ student, Elbert Wilmont 
Cumings, a 20-year-old only halfway through 
his college education, was tapped as the 
principal. While he returned to Hamilton two

years later to graduate in 1871, several more 
Hamilton undergraduates followed. 

“The reputation gained by the Southold 
Academy has placed it amongst the first 
institutions in that part of the state,” the 
Hamilton Literary Monthly wrote in January 
1876. 

The Whitaker Historical Collection at the 
Southold Free Library has lists of pupils, 
teachers and principals. Asked if there are 
any other remnants of the school, Hagerman 
remembers one discovery: “Years ago, a friend 
of mine, on a Saturday afternoon, decided 
to go crawling underneath it,” he says of the 
crawl space under the building. “We crawled 
around the spiders and found 21 ink wells,” he 
says. He gave most of them to his mother as 
keepsakes. 

In 1907, the Academy became a business 
school. A course pamphlet from 1926 shows 
typewriting, penmanship, bookkeeping and 
even business law being offered. The school 
closed in 1939. 

Hagerman says that in the 1930s, some 
famous actors used the space to rehearse for 
shows at Belmont Hall, Southold’s Lyceum. 
Walter Matthau, Jack Warden and Anne 
Meara, all part of the Southold Players, 


practiced in the empty schoolhouse. 

The Boy Scouts used it as a headquarters in 
1943. In 1949, Jim Smiley bought the building 
and started Academy Printing Enterprises, 
Inc. 

In the 1970s, Kenneth Hagerman, Mike’s 
father, bought the building and the business 


after being employed there for 21 years, 
according to Mike Hagerman. He amended 
the name to Academy Printing Services. 

“Horton’s Lane hasn’t changed all that 
much,” says Hagerman. “There is a new 
Methodist Church. Many of the homes have 
been renovated, are well kept.” The Academy 
building is convenient to Southold Town 
Hall, the Post Office, banks, restaurants 
and shopping. The property is ideal for a 
commercial business, whether as an office, 
retail space, art gallery or more, according to 
the broker. There is also ample onsite parking. 

“It’s anice community. Everybody seems to 
know each other like any other small town,” 
Hagerman says. 

He believes the Academy means a lot to the 
community. “We keep it as nicely as we can. So 
many people will stop and take pictures,” he 
says. “I’ve actually worked here for 54 years. 
It’s part of my family. It’s going to be hard to 


let it go.” 

He believes there is a buyer for the building 
who appreciates its history. “I think he or she 
will be local,” he says. When he retires, he 
plans to give the business to his employees. 
“I would like to see the business stay right 
where it is. The name and the logo.” 

“One of the things that struck me about 
this building,” says broker Aurichio, “when I 
read the info that Rita Hagerman had given 
me, was a few remarks that were attributed 
to the local builder and the local architect 
who designed and built The Academy. They 
said they wanted to create a building that was 
warm in winter, cool in summer and had an 
abundance of light and fresh air,” she says. 
“The building still has all the original 13-foot 
tall windows.” 

Aurichio knows a thing or two about what 
she calls “vintage historical buildings,” not 
just as a resident of the North Fork for more 
than 60 years and a broker since 1996, but 
from watching her parents restore a similar 
building, the former Greenport Auditorium/ 
Goldin Furniture Company building that her 
brother still owns. 

“It is interesting to see that vintage 
historical buildings like The Academy, and 
the Auditorium, have survived dating back 
to a time when no one really cared about 
landmarks and no one [was] talking about 
antique buildings,” she says. “They were 
considered old and ready to be demolished 
— white elephants that no one wanted. In the 
case of my mother’s building, she was able to 
take over a business and run it successfully 
and also put a law office upstairs for my 
father.” 

“In the case of The Academy,” says Aurichio, 
“the one-room schoolhouse provided an ideal, 
functional and conveniently located place for 
a long-standing, local printing business. The 
Academy, Academy Printing and its current 
owners are an integral part of the Southold 
Town community.”

The calm before what will surely be a busy summer season at The Shoals in Southold.

he Shoals, a new hotel in 
Southold, held a ribbon- 
cutting ceremony on 
May 19 complete with 
oysters Trem.” Little 
Ram Oysters and hors 
d’oeuvres by Francois 
Payard. Guests booking stays at this North 
Fork hotel don’t have to travel by road or 
train: They can arrive by water as well. 

The Shoals, which includes 20 suites and 
20 boat slips, is located adjacent to Albertson 
Marine on the Peconic Bay, providing a 
venue with a view. 

One of the region’s first boatels, it is 
complete with docks for guests and visitors 
near beaches and vineyards, providing a 
way to dock and stay for a day or longer. 

The hotel, located at at 61600 Main Rd., is 
owned and operated by a group of longtime 
Southold residents who co-owner Jonathan 
Tibett says are “all local to the property.” 
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They own local businesses, including the 
North Fork Table & Inn and Southold 
General. 

The hotel made a donation to the Southold 
Historical Society during the grand opening 
and ribbon-cutting. 

“The Shoals is one-of-a-kind in that it’s 
a marina-front property where we have the 
unique opportunity to combine a 20-suite 
hotel with 20 boat slips.” Jonathan Tibett 
says, adding it provides an “opportunity to 
engage with the Peconic Bay on which the 
property sits.” 

He says this North Fork hotel seeks to 
provide guests access to wineries and the 
waterfront. “The Shoals is a full-service hotel 
that includes all the modern amenities,” 
Tibett says, noting it “allows for our guests 
to step back into the local history of the 
working waterfront that once flourished in 
Southold.” 

“Our goal is to resurrect this history on 


the property.” Tibett adds of the hotel where 
Suests can enjoy surrounding vineyards and 
farms. 

This venue with cedar-shingle exterior 
and coastal views also offers waterfront 
yoga classes, picnics, sunset drinks 
and stargazing in the evening in a region 
with more than 50 vineyards, including 
some within walking and biking distance. 

Guests also can have access to the Peconic 
Bay via the hotel’s Chris-Craft charter boat, 
which can shuttle back and forth between 
beaches in Sag Harbor, Shelter Island and 
beyond and to nearby restaurants. 

The rooms, which include one- and two- 
bedroom suites with sleeping space for up 
to four people, include a kitchenette, open- 
concept living area with a marble coffee 
table, sofa and chairs as well as a private 
terrace or balcony. 

Tibett says architect Andrew ~ V. 
Giambertone “took the historical nature

of the property and structures into deep 
consideration with everything he did.” 

Designer Thomas Juul-Hansen designed 
custom furniture for each room including 
built-in beds with privacy curtains and 
modular accent chairs in natural tones. 
The lighting provides a relaxed, coastal 
aesthetic. 

“Every room has a view of the Peconic 
Bay and a furnished, private outdoor area 
to enjoy the stunning views and fresh air,” 
Tibett says.

activity,” says Kristy Naddell of Douglas 
Elliman’s Cutchogue office. “Prices are 
stabilizing, and we are seeing more price 
reductions than we had before.” 

However, new construction and newly 
renovated turn-key homes remain in 
demand, she says. “With construction 
costs at an all-time high and supply chain 
issues, buyers are less inclined to want to do 
renovations themselves.” 

That includes The Estates at Royalton in 
Mattituck, a new residential development 
that broke ground last year. 

Seven out of the 11 farmhouse-style 
homes in the subdivision have been sold 
between $1.65 and $2.3 million, achieving 
record pricing for Mattituck, according to 
Naddell, who is exclusively representing the 
project on behalf of the developer, MarrCon 
Development Corporation. 

The latest closing in the development for 
260 Royalton Row, which was listed at $2.15 
million, closed at $2.25 million on April 14. 

Naddell, along with Douglas Elliman’s 
Tom Uhlinger, also sold a waterfront house

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and an undeveloped parcel in Cutchogue 
that their client wanted to move together 
— not always an easy feat. The 0.75-acre lot 
on Nassau Point with a classic post-and- 
beam-construction home and a dock on 
the tidal waterway, as well as the adjacent 
vacant lot of the same size with another 72 
feet of water frontage, sold for a total of $3.3 
million. The deal for the properties at 530 
and 500 Broadwaters closed on May 2. 

We also hear there was a bidding war 
for a Southold home on Jockey Creek that 
ended up going $110,000 over the asking 
price. The cape-style house at 3675 Wells 
Avenue, on slightly less than half an acre, 
features an updated eat-in kitchen, a living 
room overlooking the creek and a master 
suite with French doors that open to a new 
deck facing the water. Douglas Elliman had 
both sides of the deal. Scott Bennett repped 
the sellers and Suzette Reiss brought the 
buyers. 

Also on the water in Southold, a property 
steps away from Cedar Beach sold for $1.175 
million on March 2. The wraparound deck 
at 530 Sunset Way, 160 feet of frontage on 
the Peconic Bay and a dock made for the 
ultimate in outdoor living. Sherri Winter 
Park of The Corcoran Group repped both 
sides of the deal. 

On the waterfront in Aquebogue, the 
home at 403 Peconic Bay Boulevard sold for 
$3 million on May 3. The seven-bedroom 
home with two wings is sited on a 1.3-acre 
property that boasts 120 feet of private beach, 
plus a tennis court, hot tub and deeded 
access to the adjacent creekside dock. Maria 
McBride-Mellinger and Robert Canberg, 
both of Daniel Gale Sotheby’s International 
Realty, listed the home. Frederick Markham 
represented the buyers. 

Homes under $1 million are hard to 
come by on the East End. Diane Klink 
and Mary Binder of Daniel Gale Sotheby’s 
International Realty listed 200 Soundview 
Avenue for $939,000 in February. The three- 
bedroom ranch sold April 25 for $999,000 
with Mariah Mills bringing the buyer. The 
0.66-acre property has room for a pool, and 
deeded beach access, plus it’s in the heart of 
the wine country. Can’t do better than that!

“Even if I design a rectangular pool, I don’t 
want it to be just a length of water lost in the 
middle of the landscape, so I transition it 
into the garden, using strategically placed 
and scaled plant beds,” Azevedo says. “I blend 
the corners with rectangular flower beds or 
design a long plant bed to parallel the size 
of the pool, so scale doesn’t visually separate 


the pool from the flora.” 

Flowers for reflection and screening 

Views of a pool can be carefully curated by 
using flowerbeds placed strategically with 
an awareness of the views from the house, 
the pool house, and the rest of the garden, 
notes Azevedo. 

Positioning flowerbeds right up to the 
edge of the coping can create views from the 
house and pool house of the water peeking 
through the flora, he says.

“Here, florally framed mosquitoes and also veils the elevation of 
views of the water act as the centerpieces, the deck so that it blends seamlessly into the 
and the axes are formed in the straight grass garden.

“The far edge of the pool is balanced 
with a cluster of Annabelle hydrangeas.” 

To paint the water in bright reflections, 
Azevedo framed one colorful garden in

trimmed boxwoods, planted on a berm and 
raised above the pool. For another home, 
he created a flowerbed spanning the length 
of the pool to both provide full floral views 
for swimming and interrupt the rectangular 
flatness of the pool. 

“In turn, the flatness of the hedge is 
disrupted by a pink crepe myrtle, trimmed to 
scale, which in August is awash in sparkling 
pinks,” says Azevedo. 

Minimize to maximize the view 

On a waterfront property, keep plantings 
minimal to allow the owner and guests to 
really appreciate the views, suggests Michael 
Derrig, landscape architect and owner of 
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Landscape Details of Kast Hampton. 

“The pool should ‘connect’ to the water. 
One of the ways to do that is to design the 
pool with an infinity edge that creates that 
connection,” says Derrig, who notes that low 
plantings, such as ornamental grasses, will 
thrive despite the salt and wind. 

Surrounding the pool, Derrig minimizes 
the hardscape to introduce more lawn. 

“Sometimes we place the pool in the lawn 
as a focal point. Greens and blues are the 
colors of summer in the Hamptons,” says 
Derrig, noting that chaise lounges can be 
placed right on the grass. 

Derrig simplifies container plantings, 


often opting for succulents, a perennial 
request from many clients. 

“We love to find unusual boxes, copper 
pots, and other antique containers for our 
clients,” says Derrig. “We also custom 
fabricate boxes right here in our shop in East 
Hampton.” 

A brick border is better 

A popular choice around the pool is a 
simple bluestone border with wide coping 
abutting the grass, says Ken Muellers, senior 
landscape designer at Hicks Nurseries of 
Westbury, which does work in the Hamptons. 

Though aesthetically pleasing, bluestone 
retains a lot of heat.

“So practicality-wise it’s not really the 
best material for a pool coping or pool patio, 
because often you're barefoot and doing the 
hot foot dance trying to get into the pool.” 
says Muellers, adding that depending on the 
other architectural elements of the house, 


brick would be a better option because it 
stays cooler. 

Privet hedges, which are deer-proof, hide 
fencing around the pool and unsightly pool 
equipment. 

For plant materials, focus on what 


blooms in summer — hydrangea, Knock Out 
and Carpet roses, ornamental grasses, and 
sun-friendly annuals, like SunPatiens and 
Lantana, advises Muellers. 

To keep bees away, add a little buffer 
between plantings and the pool.

nventory levels in the Hamptons 
are at historic lows after 18 
months of record-high sales 
numbers. Though there are 
fewer transactions, recent high- 
end sales moved the market as 
summer quickly approaches. 

In the $20 million-plus category, 82 
Wheaton Way in Water Mill sold. The 133- 
acre property boasts a brand new, modern 
home with 9,951 square feet of space, 
designed by Blaze Makoid Architecture. 
Outdoor terraces on the first and second 
levels face Mecox Bay, plus there are ocean 
views from the higher level. 

It sold for $23 million, $1 million less 
than the last asking price, on March 8.

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house were built 


by Thomas Halsey Jr., who inherited 
the property from his father, one of 
Southampton’s founders. Thomas Halsey Sr. 
built the original house on the site just a few 
years after he and his family arrived from 
England, by way of Massachusetts, in 1640. 
The younger Halsey used wood frame 
timbers from his father’s house to build his 
own, according to the Southampton History 
Museum, the stewards of the property. 
Thomas Junior’s son Captain Isaac 
Halsey, then inherited the house in 1689, 
remodeling it extensively. It also underwent 
another major remodel in the late 18th 
century, during which it was modernized 
with plaster ceilings and fielded paneling 


on the walls. 

Inside, there are wide-planked floors 
and hand-hewn beams, as well as colonial 
period furnishings, textiles and objects. 
The replica colonial herb garden blooms 
with culinary and medicinal plants that the 
Halsey household would have used. Benches 
make for a good place to sit and reflect on 
the people who toiled on the land we now 
enjoy as the Hamptons. 

The Halsey House & Garden is located 
at 249 Main Street in Southampton. 
For tour dates and_ availability, visit 
southamptonhistory.org, but the garden is 
opening anytime to enjoy.

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Kast Hampton’s O by Kissaki Launches Japanese-Italian Fusion Menu

f the quality and flavor of O by Kis- 

saki’s new Japanese-Italian fusion 
menu is any indication of the genre’s 
potential in the Hamptons, let’s hope 
it starts a massive trend. But let’s not 
skip ahead to the sweet nothings be- 
fore we've enjoyed this East Hampton 
restaurant’s many courses. 

First, a disclaimer: This is not a 
paid review — in fact, it’s not a re- 
view at all. A handful of local writ- 
ers, and their plus-ones, were invited 
to taste the new menu to see if they 
found it worthy of coverage, with no 
obligation as far as this writer is con- 
cerned. So was it worthy? Well, at the 
end of the meal, the aforementioned 
plus-one, an Italian with a taste for 
Japanese and degrees in culinary and 
nutrition, ranked the meal among the 
top five she’s ever had. Not sure how 
she’s kept track, but high praise none- 
theless. 

Our guide on this journey into 
itameshi — a.style of Japanese cui- 
sine using Italian ingredients — was 
relatively new server Edwin, a quick 
study who could recite the ingredi- 
ents and cultural influences of each 
dish with ease. Given free reign of 
our dinner and drinks, he started us 
off with aperitifs: a Majime Old Fash- 
ioned made with Japanese whiskey 
and a Saki-tini with Sagaponack cu- 
cumber vodka. 

A few refreshing sips in, along 
came the first dish of Kampachi Rad- 
ish “Rose” made with truffle soy, 
shiso and “watermelon” daikon. It’s 
a faintly sweet small plate that you 
don’t have to worry about acciden- 
tally filling up on because of how light 
it is on chopsticks and tummy. 

Next came the Tuna Avocado Cru- 
do, which serves the two main in- 
gredients, as well as sweet garlic soy 
sauce and fried shallots, inside the 
avocado shells for an adorable display 
and an incredible blend of flavors. 
Edwin explained that the reason for 
the tuna’s attractive dark red color is 
that it’s classified as akami, the lean 
red meat of a bluefin tuna. 

The next dish, Lardo and Uni 
Crispy Rice, was the first to prove too 
much for this writer’s semi-cultured 
palate, thanks to the unbelievably 
silky-smooth texture of the uni sea 
urchin. That’s no knock on the qual- 
ity, however, as the plus-one happily 
gobbled up the remaining pieces of 
duck lardo, rice and sea urchin. 

Then came a dish that seemed like 
it would be equally hit-or-miss to a 
non-fan of lobster, but wow, the Lob-

ster Zeppole has the power to convert. 
The presentation of the Italian fried 
dough, bonito flakes, peeled lobster 
claw, balsamic veal drizzle and garlic 
aioli is stunning enough in its homage 
to Japanese Takoyaki, but the amount 
of flavor packed into each ball of pil- 
low-soft dough is worth coming back 
for, even if it was the only thing on the 


menu. Anyone on the fence about lob- 
ster, you know what to order. 

A Japanese meal in America would 
feel incomplete without sushi rolls, 
and the Maguro Mama Futomaki hits 
all the right notes with its spicy tuna, 
cucumber, avocado and sweet potato 
tempura that adds an understated bit 
of sweetness and crunch to the roll. 


It was paired with the second round 
of drinks: the Kouyou Sour made of 
kanpyo infused with Alacran tequila, 
lemon, cinnamon, ginger and egg 
white, and the Shiokaze made of mez- 
cal, nigori sake, grapefruit, angostura 
and Peychaud’s Bitters. 

Finally, the main course arrived, 
perhaps the most unique blend of 
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Italian and Japanese cuisine on the 
menu: Paccheri pasta with duck ragu, 
hatcho miso and marsala. The bed of 
seaweed atop the large pasta rings 
is the first clue that this is likely no 
ordinary pasta dish, and that first 
bite confirms what the eyes already 
‘knew. This dish, like many others 
on the menu, plays with the diner’s 
mind in the way that it looks mostly 
like a familiar comfort food, and then 
_ you taste it, and your tastebuds get 
thrown into a state of shock and de- 
light, confusion and excitement. 
_ However, nowhere is that sensa- 
tion of confused delight more evident 
than in the dish served alongside the 
night’s main course: Miso Wasabi

has been mixed with the biting spice 
_of wasabi, and somehow, the taste 
is actually amazing. The ratio of the 
_ two must be key here, as there is just 
enough wasabi mixed in to provide a 
_ kick without overpowering the flavor 
profile, though there’s also a dollop 
of wasabi in the center of the mashed 
potatoes for anyone in need of more 

_ The night concluded with a Matcha 
Tiramisu that reimagines the Italian 


Mashed Potatoes. Yes, the comfort- 
ing plainness of mashed potatoes.

With the family-style restau- 
rant’s location just outside of East 
Hampton’s shopping epicenter, hope- 
fully the summer crowd will discover 
it and reward the team’s culinary cre- 
ativity.

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What the Truk: 
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New App Brings Food Trucks & Diners Together

i be never been difficult to find fabulous res- 
taurants with fantastic fare on the East End, 
but many food fans still head out each weekend 
in search of more elusive eats made aboard their 
favorite food trucks. There’s something special 
about these kitchens on wheels, typically appear- 
ing at local breweries, private parties or outdoor 
fairs and festivals, and always bringing an entre- 
preneurial spirit along with some truly excellent, 
innovative eats. 

But finding food trucks isn’t always easy, espe- 
cially if one hopes to experience something new. 
The recently launched What the Truk app seeks 


to solve this problem and make local food trucks’ 


more accessible than ever, and it’s got the bones 
in place to do just that and more. 

App creator Evan Tousey explains that What 
the Truk tracks users’ favorite food trucks, show- 
ing them when each truck is open, and where, 
while also providing menus and the ability to or- 
der ahead — and it will only get better as his com- 
munity of trucks and foodies grows. 


It works like this: Imagine heading out to oe 


North Fork on a Saturday and deciding you'd love 
to grab lunch from an interesting food truck in 
the area. Simply open the What the Truk app, log 
in, and hit the “Near Me” button. Up pops a map 
populated by little food truck icons, each offering 
the truck’s name and location when tapped, along 
with an option to view their menu. 

“Hey, it looks like Bacon You Crazy is serving at 
a nearby winery, Meats Meat is parked at Green- 
port Harbor Brewing, and The Treatery is at that 
festival two miles away!” Now tap the one you 
want, order your food and then head over to pick 
it up, receiving notifications about your order’s 
progress as you go. 

“The concept is so simple, sometimes people 
are like, ‘Really? That’s not being done yet?’ But 
it’s true,” Tousey says, explaining that his easy- 
to-use, functional application is building a com- 
munity by bridging the gap between foodies and 
food truck owners. “I want to help people find 
food trucks that they wouldn’t necessarily know 
about. Right now, unless you physically drive past 
it, or somebody tells you about a food truck, it’s 
really, really hard to find one.” 

Like a lot of people in 2020, Tousey found 
himself with extra time on his hands after the 
pandemic hit and he was forced to stay home in 
Miller Place instead of working at his finance job 
in New York City. “I was always looking for a proj- 
ect, something that I could work on in my spare 
time. And then, all of a sudden, I wasn’t commut- 
ing into the city anymore. I had a few additional 


hours per day, and started teaching myself how to. 


code,” he says, recalling how What the Truk came 
to fruition. 

“In 2021 I had my first iteration of the applica- 
tion created, and I did a beta period last summer,” 
Tousey continues. “I had a really great launch

party, had a lot of friends and family and just a lot 
of food truck lovers and supporters.” 

Since What the Truk’s initial launch for a select 
cohort of users, from summer 2021 through this 
past winter, Tousey says he received a lot of help- 
ful input from food trucks and users that helped 
shape the app to what it is today. “I received a lot 
of feedback from people. A lot of my food truck 
partners gave me some great advice, great feed- 
back. Same thing from my usér community,” he

adds. “Now this summer I’m actually out. ie 


application is fully released on both the Google 
Play Store and also the Apple App Store, so it’s 
available for anyone to download, whether you're 


a food truck owner or you're a customer esc iee 


for a food truck.” 

While he may be from points west, Tousey says 
the Hamptons and North Fork are an important 
part of his plan for What the Truk. He really con- 
nected with the East End while studying environ- 
mental design and planning as a member of Stony 
Brook Southampton’s very first graduating class, 
which started in 2007. “I loved being in South- 


-ampton, I love the campus,” he says, noting that 


he met many lifelong friends here before continu- 
ing his studies with a masters in urban planning 
at NYU. This education and his subsequent move 
into finance, Tousey acknowledges, offered little 
when it came to founding What the Truk, which 
he’s now pursuing full-time. 

“Right now, I’m really trying to build up the 
relationships with food trucks, really build the 
community, and I’m very excited about this sum- 
mer,” he says, describing Long Island, specifically 
the East End, as a great testing ground where he 
hopes to host special events featuring individual 
food trucks throughout the season. “I really want 
to focus on adding value to the food trucks and 
adding value to the customers. My value add to 
the customers is helping them find food trucks, 
and my value add to the food trucks is hopefully 
bringing in additional order flow for them,” Tous- 
ey explains. “If I’m able to prove that here, I think 
I can replicate that model wherever I go.” 

For now, What the Truk has 10 food trucks fully 
integrated and active on the app, and a number 
of others that are in various phases of his “on- 
boarding process.” Being part of the app costs 
food trucks nothing and should bring them new 
customers (who pay Tousey a $1 fee per transac- 
tion when ordering), but Tousey says he’s still 
fine-tuning and trying to increase participation 
on both ends of What the Truk. 

“There are two sides to this, giving it a chick- 
en or the egg situation — which comes first, the 
chicken or the egg?” he points out. “If there are no 
food trucks on the app, users/customers are not 
going to be engaged with the app. They’re going to 
say, ‘Hey, there’s no one here, this app isn’t worth 
my time.’ But then, for the food truck, they’re go- 
ing to say, ‘Hey I’m not getting any orders on this, 
this app isn’t worth my time. ... It’s almost like a 
positive feedback loop where the more customers 
and more food trucks I get just begets more food 
trucks and more customers, and it grows from 
there.”

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Soloviev Eyes Cutchogue 


Boutique Hotel

ith renovations nearly complete at historic 

Shelter Island inn The Chequit, its owners 
will soon seek Town of Southold approval to build 
a 40-room boutique hotel at Peconic Bay Vine- 
yard in Cutchogue. 

That’s the word from Stacey Soloviev, who co- 
owns and manages The Chequit, Peconic Bay win- 
ery, several North Fork farms and other East End 
businesses in partnership with Soloviev Group, 
the parent company of Crossroads America, whose 
CEO is her billionaire ex-husband Stefan Soloviev 
— one of the nation’s largest landowners. 

“When people understand the project more, 
they feel more comfortable with it,” she says, add- 
ing that the 6,000-square-foot main building will 
include a restaurant, bunglalows, spa and retail 
space, although no name or renderings are avail- 
able yet. “I could’ve filed already, but The Chequit 
was the focus.” 

The designer who oversaw The Chequit will be 
involved in the Cutchogue project. The project 


comes as Soloviev also acquired the Shelter Is- 
land Heights Pharmacy, including the attached 
fountain shop, and Jack’s Marine, which is also 
on Shelter Island. In both cases, the staff stayed 
on and Soloviev says changes were minimal, oth- 
er than adding some organic brands to the drug 
store shelves. : 

“It is the only pharmacy on Shelter Island, so 
it definitely needs to stay,” she says. Of the con- 
nected soda shop, she adds: “It’s really great ... 
it really is the place to go to get all of the island 
news.” 

Besides the Cutchogue hotel, Peconic Bay Vine- 
yard is also planning a big All American BBQ 
and Fireworks Show from 5-9 p.m. on July 4. 
The firework show is by Santore Fireworks, while 
the Cutchogue Fire Department and The Catered 
Fork are serving up the eats.

At the 
Oregon Road Farm they have planted 5.7 acres of 
chenin blanc, 2.5 acres of albarifio, 2.5 acres of 
syrah, 3 acres of petite verdot, and half an acre of 
cabernet Franc. And in 2023, they're planning on 
putting in 3 acres of viognier, and 5.5 more acres 
of cabernet Franc. : :

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Memorial Day: The True Reason for the Season 


PEOPLE VISIT THE NATIONAL WORLD WAR | MEMORIAL IN WASHINGTON, APRIL 25, 2021.

Me] Day weekend is upon us, and with it 
comes the return of the weekly eastbound ex- 


odus from New York City, beach season and dress- 
your-best summer soirées. 

That said, the reason for this weekend is Memo- 
rial Day itself. One of the nation’s oldest military- 
related holidays, it was first known as Decoration 
Day. Unlike Veterans Day (November 11) that 
celebrates those who served and survived, Memo- 
rial Day is a day to pause and remember our fel- 
low citizens who made the ultimate sacrifice with 
their very lives in defense of our nation. This day 


of remembrance first occurred after the end of our 


Civil War, a conflict that resulted in more American 
deaths than any other, as it was a war that pitted 
Americans against each other. Because of the vast 
number killed, it was also the war that motivated 
the creation of America’s first national cemeteries. 
The exact origin of Memorial/Decoration Day is 
at best vague, it seemed to begin in the late 1860s 
as random towns and villages across the nation si- 
multaneously set aside a day in spring to remember 
the locals lost shortly after the end of the Civil War. 
There is some historical speculation that the very 
first celebration was actually organized in Charles- 
ton, South Carolina by formerly enslaved. Black 
people within a month after the Confederacy’s sur- 
render in 1865. In 1966, the federal government 
named Waterloo, NY as the birthplace of Memorial 
Day due to the town’s May 5, 1866 celebration that 


included the closing of businesses and schools, and 
the local residents decorating soldiers’ graves with 
flowers and flags. 

On May 5, 1868, former Union general, Illinois 
congressman and leader of Northern Civil War 
veterans John A. Logan called for May 30 to be a 
national day of remembrance. However, the last 


-Monday of May Memorial Day we know and cel- 


ebrate was-not officially designated as a federal 
holiday until 1971. It is more appropriate that we 
realize a community in New York is designated 
as the birthplace of Memorial Day, as the Empire 
State consistently leads the nation as the state with 
the most war casualties dating all the way back to 
the Revolution. In World War I, World War II, the 
Korean War and Vietnam alone, more than 63,400 
New Yorkers sacrificed their lives in defense of the 
nation. More recent conflicts in Afghanistan and 
Iraq reflect similar state-by-state statistics. 

Local losses in the aforementioned two. conflicts 
are still fresh in our minds and not long ago cov- 
ered in the press. Many can still recall Hamptons 
friends and family that.fell in WWII, Korea and 
Vietnam, but how many remember those fallen in 
WWI? So, for Memorial Day 2022, amid the start 
of summer festivities, pause just for a moment to 
remember the East Enders listed below who made 
the ultimate sacrifice in WWI, which was described 
at the time as the-“Great War” and the “War to End 
All Wars.” :

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Shinnecock Voices: Rich and Steadfast History, 
of Entrepreneurs and Professionals Alike

Ae idea that the Hamptons is popu-_ 
lated solely by the affluent and ° 
wealthy is a myth. From Memorial Day 
through Labor Day, each day more than 
50,000 pass Shinnecock Territory, most 
without ever knowing we Shinnecock 
exist. 
Such is to be expected, considering 
Indigenous people are perhaps the most 


marginalized and easily dismissed pop- — 


ulation in America. However, the rich 
‘social summer scene spotlighted by the 
media compounds the reality of social 


and class-divides; which we Shinnecock @ 


are forced to confront daily. 

Over the last 20 years of my life, I have 
witnessed many grade school peers, 
Black and white, forced out of South- 
ampton Town by the cost of living. In 
2018, Sperling’s Best Places cited the 
overall cost of living in the Hamptons 
as 2.8 times higher than the national 


average — and that i is before the recent 


inflation. 


Entirely Black neighborhoods known 


as “The Ave” (Powell Avenue) and “The 


Hill’ (Hillcrest Avenue) have been check- 


erboarded and sold to the highest 
bidder. The only constant here 
has been we Shinnecock 
and hardworking locals 
with enough business sav- 

vy and grit to navigate the 
seasonal influx of wealth. 

Recently, the Express 
News Group spotlighted the 
“Profiles of the people and com- 
panies that make up the East End” 
in its free quarterly magazine publica- 
tion’s spring 2022 edition, aptly named 
“Open for Business.” 
seemed to be barely more than two vis- 
ible people of color featured, despite the 
fact that Southampton Village alone has 
at least five BIPOC (Black, Indigenous 
and People of Color)-owned brick-and- 
mortar businesses:

But just outside of Southamp- 
ton Village lies the most flashy, yet 
most overlooked, condensed population

citizens of the Shinnecock Nation. 


Following the Great Depression, when - 


the economy finally started to pick up, 
several families saw opportunity in ca- 
tering to the local tourism boom. Where 


Shinnecock Indian Outpost sits today: 


on Montauk Highway, was once a small 
trading post that opened in 1950 selling 


Native artifacts, coffee and vending ma- 


chine cigarettes. 

Other Shinnecock businesses at the 
time included the Teepee in the Hills 
Gift Shop, Uncle Bob's Candy Shop and 
The Kellis Rest, which was advertised 
locally as the “Famous Summer Resort.” 
Throughout the decades that followed 
came a dance hall, a general store, a hot 


‘dog stand snack bar, a vegetable stand 


and a gas station garage. Others used 
their land allotments to grow crops and 
raise farm animals for outsiders. 


When Shinnecock Smoke Shop — 
“Long Island’s first tax free Smoke Shop” 


‘— opened its doors in 1984, it became 


the prototype for the current brick-and- 
mortar businesses that line Shinnecock’s 
highway today. The small trading post 
that was erected in 1950 was succeeded 


- in 1984 by the Shinnecock Indian Out- 


post, which included tobacco products, a 
full-service deli and a Native gift shop. In 
the 2000s, the two original highway to- 
bacco retailers were joined by six more. 
In addition to Shinnecock Smoke 


Shop; Shinnecock’s highway businesses 


that focus solely on tobacco products 


include Eagle Feather Smoke Shop, BNB 


Tobacco Smoke Shop, Neepa’s Smoke 
Shop and Native Sons Tobacco Smoke 
Shop. The Shinnecock Indian Outpost 
transitioned to a vape store, though 
they.still sell some small gift shop items. 
However, most of the large Native trad- 


ing goods can be found at the Warehouse - 


in back. The Outpost’s deli still remains 
but is now rivaled by the Lobster Factory 
nearby. 

The remaining tobacco retailers have 
added their own diverse flair. Carla’s 
Kitchen and Smoke Shop offers a small 
selection of Native-print goods, while 
Stepping Stones Farmers Market and 
Smoke Shop sells basic grocery essen- 
tials, snack food items and fresh baked

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Health on the Frontlines: 
COVID and Monkeypox, Where Are We going?

istorically, coronaviruses become 
more contagious through mutation 


and less lethal so as not to kill their hu- © 


man host as often. It’s not the virus that 
kills directly. It’s our immune response 
of inflammation and clotting to the virus 
that causes the severe disease progres- 
sion. Looking back at hundreds of thou- 
sands of medical charts, we now know 
that certain factors increase the risk of 
being hospitalized, ending up on a respi- 
rator or dying. It is now clear that 78% of 
the COVID deaths were in overweight el- 
evated BMI individuals who were older. 
Another fascinating finding was that 
those with high vitamin D levels of 50 
and higher fared much better avoiding 
hospitalization and death as compared. 
to those with low vitamin D levels. We 
also learned that the antioxidant gluta- 
thione was lower in those who did not do 
as well with COVID and were hospital- 
ized. Another interesting finding was 
that diabetics had more problems, but 


diabetics on a drug used for diabetes 
made from the French lilac metformin 
did better with a lower death rate. 
Unfortunately, the current vaccines 
and boosters are for the original alpha 
Wuhan variant, not for the current 
dominant Omicron or BA.2 subvariants. 
The vaccine still creates enough of an 
immune stimulus to shield against se- 
vere disease. Since February 2022, 40% 
of the deaths are in fully vaccinated per- 
sons and 60% of the deaths are in unvac- 
cinated persons. Interestingly enough, 
people who are unvaccinated, had COV- 
ID and survived are testing positive less 
often. Substantial consideration should 
be given to allowing healthcare workers 
who had it to return to work even if un- 
vaccinated. This is why the CDC does not 
require a COVID test for patients who 
had. and recovered from COVID within 
go days to enter the USA from abroad 
without a test. Variant-specific vaccines 
are on their way. The IV antibodies and 
new antivirals have made us all safer. 
Next, we will keep an eye on the 


monkeypox virus that is now spreading 
around the world with cases confirmed 
in NYC and Massachusetts. It is a DNA 
virus unlike RNA coronaviruses. The 
difference is that it causes rashes and 
pustules of the skin and lymph nodes to 
be swollen. 

The good news is a vaccine was ap- 
proved in the USA for monkeypox in 
2019 that is 85% effective and the cur- 
rent administration ordered millions of 
doses this year. The current administra- 
tion did a very smart move by forming 
the pandemic innovation -task force 
supported by one démocratic senator 
from Washington state and a republican 
senator from North Carolina. This group 
with its bipartisan support will keep us 
safer and prepared. There is no good 
treatment for monkeypox virus at this 
time and it is fatal in 3—6% of cases. 

It was first discovered in a colony of 
monkeys in Africa 50 years ago. The new 
concern is that the cases in Spain, the 
UK and Northern Portugal have been 
mostly new in gay and bisexual men. It

pustules are present. Scientists are 
searching for new antivirals as we speak. 
to manage this outbreak. We now realize 
healthcare is national security. It’s great 
to see a unified approach to solving these 
health challenges that are confronting 
our generation. 

Think positive and test negative. This 
too shall pass.

emember the Fallen on Memorial Day 


RABBI JOSH FRANKLIN 

As we commemorate Memorial Day 
this weekend, I'll be placing stones 
at the foot of memorials that mark 
fallen soldiers. Jewish tradition des- 
ignates the stone as the symbol of our 
memories for the dead. Some religious 
traditions place flowers, but Jews place 
stones, because stones are a metaphor for the 
permanence of memory. The stone reminds us that something 
will endure long after our corporeal selves are gone. The origin 
of placing stones on a grave may have originated as a way to 
keep animals from digging up a grave, or more superstitiously, 
to make sure that the buried don’t come back as malevolent 
spirits. But really, we’ve been placing stones for so long, that 
we don’t remember exactly where the custom originated, or 
why it was done. But this I do know: The stones are alive, and 
they speak to us if we listen to them. A: famous Israeli song 
called “Kotel” describes.these living stones: “There are people 
with hearts of stone, and there are stones with the hearts of 
people.” We need only stop and listen to the words our stones 
speak to us. We become custodians of these stones, and the 

memories we place within each and every one of them. 
Isaac Bashevis Singer, the great American-Jewish writer, 


though Polish born, writes of our eternal memories for the . 


dead: “The dead don’t go anywhere. They’re all here. Each man 
is a cemetery. An actual cemetery, in which lie all our grand- 
mothers and grandfathers, the father and mother, the wife, the 
child. Everyone is here all the time.” So too it is with our fallen 
soldiers; their sacrifices live within each and every one of us, 
and we place stones for them as reminders that their legacies 
will endure. 


FATHER CONSTANTINE LAZARAKIS 
Every Memorial Day, I ponder the juxtaposition of a “plies 
dedicated to the memory of our fallen soldiers (a‘somber com- 
memoration, no doubt) and the unofficial start of summer — the 
hot dogs and swimming pools, the backyard parties and beach 
barbecues. For Orthodox Christians, the commemoration of the 
. dead is regulated by tradition. We offer memorial prayers at regu- 
lar intervals: at 40 days after a loved one’s passing, again at a year, 
and annually after that. I am often heartbroken to hear these traditions 
misunderstood as a morbid fixation with death, or a sadistic insistence on revisiting grief. 
When understood properly, remembering the dead is an act of gratitude for the love they 
offered to us, a chance to honor their name, a prompting to cherish that which we tend 
to take for granted. In this light, Memorial Day, and the act of remembering the dead in 
general, are indeed a time for celebration. 

This Memorial Day weekend, if we can have the presence of mind to do two things, our 
celebration will take on a depth beyond beer in the backyard, and bring joy greater than 
the passing pleasure of another party. 

1. Let’s allow ourselves to remember those who have gone before us, and who have given 
their lives to enrich our own.

As McKenna 
has worked alongside Northwell over 
the past ten years in expanding and 
upgrading hospitals throughout Long 
Island, it only made sense to bring

What are your most popular 
procedures to get people ready 
for bathing suit season?

Who most often comes to your 
office for cosmetic surgery? 

It really ranges. A lot of people sim- 
ply don’t feel good about how they look 
and they want to enhance their body in 
a way that makes them feel more com- 
fortable about themselves. Some people 
have wanted to do it for a long time and 
they’re finally ready to take the plunge. 


Many women request our “mommy 
makeover,” and their age can range 
from about 30 to 60.

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Judith Kasen-Windsor 
on the Return of Edie 
Windsor’s Backyard BBQ

We don’t use the word “hero” lightly, 
but the late Edie Windsor — activist, 
advocate, trailblazer and part-time 
Southampton resident whose _land- 
mark Supreme Court case in 2013 
brought us marriage equality and 
granted federal recognition to same- 
sex couples — is unquestionably a hero 
to the LGBTQ community and to those 
who celebrate civil rights. 

She also threw a great barbecue 
every Memorial Day weekend in her 
backyard in Southampton, and this 
year the tradition happily continues 
on Saturday, May 28 when Edie’s 
Backyard BBQ returns (after a two- 
year absence, due to the pandemic). 

Hosted by Windsor’s surviving 
spouse, Judith Kasen-Windsor, pro- 
ceeds from Edie’s Backyard BBQ will 
benefit the Edie Windsor Healthcare 
Center at Stony Brook Southampton 
Hospital, whose mission is “to pro- 
vide accessible, compassionate, com- 
prehensive, state of the art care to all 
members of the LGBTQ+ community 
and to people living with HIV infec- 
tion,” says Kasen-Windsor, an activist 
in her own right. 

Judith Kasen-Windsor is more than 
busy these days. As a financial vice 
president advisor/portfolio manager, 
she is a member of one of the largest 
independent teams that works with 
Wells Fargo. But her passion for all- 
things-Edie and her tireless advocacy 
for LGBTQ+ causes and efforts to car- 
ry on the legacy of Edie Windsor and 
Thea Spyer, Windsor’s longtime part- 
ner of 42 years and first spouse, is un- 
paralled. (After Spyer’s death, the fact 
that Windsor was hit with a $363,000 
estate tax — which she would not have 
normally received if the government 


had recognized her legal rights in her 
marriage to Spyer — spurred Windsor 
to sue the U.S. government, which lead 
to the landmark legal victory.) 

“I feel honored and grateful to keep 
Edie Windsor and Thea Spyer’s con- 
tinuing legacy in terms of helping the 
community they loved so dearly, not 
to mention their lifetime of grassroots 


altruism creating the thriving com- _ 


munity we have today. There is AL- 
WAYS more work to do,” says Kasen- 
Windsor. 

We caught up with Judith Kasen- 
Windsor to talk about Edie’s Backyard 
BBQ, her many passion projects, and 
of course, the Edie Windsor Health- 
care Center. 


When did Edie’s Backyard 
BBQ become an annual thing? 

I don’t know exactly when it became 
an annual thing, but pretty early on 
they (Edie and Thea) used to have a 
party on the Saturday of Memorial 
Day Weekend to bring the community 
back together (for the season) ... After 
Edie won the Supreme Court Case, 
that’s when it became a fundraiser so 
it really wasn’t a fundraiser until 2013, 
right around in there — that’s when it 
became a fundraiser for the (LGBTQ+) 
community. 


Where did the proceeds from 
the BBQ fundraising go? 

The fundraising went to EEGO, East 
End Gay Organization, then Ligaly Gay 
Organization and eventually LGBT 
Network ... when Edie passed in 2017, 
in 2018 there was the basement flood 
at the house, so we had the BBQ over at 
the rental house ... that first year I had 
it with Hetrick Martin (institute). In 
2019 it was back in the backyard where 
it belongs — that’s when it became the

fundraiser for Stony Brook Southamp- 
ton Hospital and specifically the Edie 
Windsor Healthcare Center. We had 
around 350 people there, it was very 
successful. 


You must be excited after two 
years of no BBQ to bring it back 
this season. 

We have a huge host committee and 


- have gotten a terrific amount of spon- 


sors. Almond, 75 Main, we have the 
liquor store in Southampton (Herbert 
and Rist), we have Wolffer Estate, we 
have me, Wells Fargo advisors, and 
the Edie Windsor and Thea Spyer 
Foundation ... But this specifically 
goes to the Edie Windsor Center, We 
picked the hospital, we did an analysis 
— a geographical analysis of patients 
from Montauk to Islip — that’s why 
we picked the atrium (for the location 
in Hamptons Bays); it’s like triple the 
amount of space when they were over 
at Meeting House Lane (in Southamp- 
ton) and I was talking to Dr (Eric) Lella 
(the director of the Edie Windsor Cen- 


ter) and he said we're already growing 

‘out of that space, we're already trying 
to expand. The patient load is already 
bigger and the mental health facility 
part of it we really want to expand. 


Your whole demeanor changes

Memorial Day weekend, also known 
as the unofficial start of summer, is final- 
ly here! Break out the beach umbrellas, 
light the barbecue, dust off the lounge 
chairs — and of course, arm yourself 
with plenty of fly swatters and bug re- 
pellent. There’s no need to let bugs ruin 
a perfectly beautiful sunny day. Simply 
figure out what pests are out there, fol- 
low these tips, and you'll be set! 


Here's the lowdown on some of the 
more common unwelcome guests. Mos- 
quitoes hang out where there's food, 
pools of water and people. They are 
mostly annoying because their bites do 
itch, but there is also concern about the 
West Nile virus, which is transmitted to 
humans by infected mosquitoes. Fleas 
are also in the category of annoying-but- 
not-too-harmful. They often find their 
home on your dog or cat, and then on to 


you. Ticks often find their way to you in 
heavily wooded areas. They can carry 
Lyme disease, so you need to check your 
body daily and remove it quickly with a 
pair of tweezers. (Never burn or try to 
yank it off by its legs. This can cause it 
to burrow deeper into your skin). Bees, 
yellow jackets and wasps carry a 
sting that only causes problems for 
people who are allergic. For most people, 
the affected area may get a little red or 
swollen and can be somewhat painful for 
a short while. 


The following are some steps to take 
so. that you can enjoy being in your 


backyard without worrying about an- 


noying bug bites and stings. 

1. Seal up any cracks and holes on 
the outside of your home including ar- 
eas where utilities and pipes enter your 
home. . 

2. Be aware of standing water. Small

pools of water in your gutters and 
around the outside of your home can be 
breeding grounds for mosquitoes. 

3. Do not feed the birds. 

4. Spray down flowering plants with a 
garden hose before you BBQ. 

5. Place an oscillating fan in sitting 
areas. 

6. Use low-voltage lighting. 

7. Avoid the mulch doughnut (mulch 
piled around a tree for landscaping pur- 
poses). It breeds fungus and attracts 
pest harborage. 

8. Don’t disturb bee or wasp nests. 
The professionals are trained to deal 
with this.

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Long Island Political Powerbroker Frank MacKay

ank MacKay is a political power- 
broker, a media personality and a 
published author. For the better part of 
three decades, he has been a kingmaker 
as the chairman of New York State’s In- 
dependence Party. And now, thanks to 
77 WABC Radio chairman/CEO John 
Catsimatidis, he is the newest president 
of Long Island radio. 

MacKay burst onto the scene in the 
1990s. At the time he owned entertain- 
ment venues on Long Island. He would 
be attracted to politics by becoming in- 
volved in the political candidacy of Ross 
Perot in 1992. Perot was a firebrand and 
someone who was distinctly indepen- 
dent of a political party, a quality that 
MacKay took a liking to. 

While MacKay’s efforts may not have 
given birth to the first independent 
president since George Washington, 
they did give birth to the Independence 
Party movement in New York State. The 
party was founded in 1994 by Tom Goli- 
sano, the party’s nominee for governor. 
Securing enough votes on the line, the 
foundation of the party was formed, 
which would change the facade of state, 
New York City and local government in 
New York for a generation. 

MacKay would go on to become the 
chairman of the New York State Inde- 
pendence Party at age 32, making him 
the youngest to chair any statewide 
party in New York’s history. He built the 
clout of the party throughout his tenure, 
was re-elected to the post 12 consecu- 
tive times, and made its ballot line cov- 
eted, as its presence consistently pro- 
vided the margin of victory for political 
campaigns. Some beneficiaries of its 
endorsement included Mayor Michael 
Bloomberg, whose victory was secured 
by votes on the Independence Party 
line. 

While the Independence Party was 
unable to secure its ballot line into the 
future past 2020, MacKay’s influence 
remains on Long Island. His voice 
is constant in politics, specifically 
through his expertise in media. He has 
used this platform to discuss issues of 
importance to Long Islanders. His me- 
dia programs on television and radio 
have been recognized 11 times by the 
Press Club of Long Island, including in 
the last two years across eight different 
categories. 

Throughout his tenure at the micro- 
phone, he has interviewed power play- 
ers, celebrities, professional athletes, 


and various ote On his guest sheet, 
you could find Senate majority and mi- 
nority leaders, speakers of the House, 
and even a president. You could also 
find local political influencers, party 
leaders and other experts. His hour- 
long daily radio program has a follow- 
ing, because for many in the Long Is- 
land political orbit, what MacKay says 
matters tremendously. 


MacKay recently returned from the . 


Ukraine, where he reported from the 
periphery of the conflict zone in the 
war between Russia and Ukraine. His 
reporting focused on the humanitarian 
crisis persisting in Eastern Europe and 
the refugee crisis the conflict is causing 
in the neighboring countries of the war- 
torn nation. 

“Traveling there was the saddest ex- 
perience I’ve ever had,” he says. “Seeing 
people flee their homes and their coun- 
try because of this conflict was truly 
heartbreaking. I was trying to report 
what I saw, without giving any politi- 
cal bend. This was an experience that I 
will never forget, and it really makes a 
person appreciate living in the United 
States and the freedoms we observe 
here at home.” 

On May 10, 2022, MacKay was tapped 
as the new president of 77 WABC Radio/ 


WLIR 107.1 FM. Catsimatidis said that 


MacKay “has longstanding knowledge 
of Long Island media, government and 
politics, which will be an asset to this 
station.” After Catsimatidis bought the 
station in 2020, it emerged as a power- 
house, and after adding WLIR, now it’s 
dominating the airwaves on the Twin 
Forks. 

Being no stranger to the Long Island 
radio scene, MacKay has hit the ground 
running. His appointment was publi- 
cized in various trade publications as 
well as here, in Dan’s Papers. His new 
post has permitted him to continue to 
broadcast, as well, where he will remain 


on the airwaves daily for Long Islanders. 


to hear. 

“I am so proud to be involved with 
this team,” MacKay says. “I dove in 
headfirst and look forward to getting 
involved with the communities here in 
Suffolk County in this capacity. My ab- 
solute goal is to aid 77 WABC Radio’s as- 
cent to powerhouse status here on Long 
Island and the East End.” 

He's been warmly received by many, 
as a familiar voice on radio and on the 
local political scene. He thinks that 
this is one of the reasons that he can 
help Catsimatidis and 77 WABC Radio

meet and exceed its goal to “expand and 
enhance 77 WABC Radio/WLIR 107.1’s 
presence on Long Island.” 

And, if the station’s meteoric revival 
in New York City is any indication — 
where it has become the fastest-grow- 
ing radio station in the tri-state media 
market — it is well on its way. The iconic 
WABC Radio is in its 100th year on the 
airwaves, celebrating its centennial an- 
niversary in 2022. 

“Tve done over 5,000 celebrity talk 
radio interviews throughout my career 
with some of the largest names in pop 
culture and American society,” he says. 
“The listeners always appreciated my 
interviews and my interview style. It’s 
been natural for me to make this tran- 
sition and what I bring to the table is 
a time-tested, unique brand of radio, 
which for me makes for an entertaining 
program.” 

MacKay has also impactfully report- 
ed on topics of true crime, as well. 

He resides in Rocky Point but is no 
stranger to the Hamptons nor the East 
End. He spends time with his wife and 


four children here during the summer - 


months as well as visiting Westhamp- 
ton Beach frequently. 

“The East End is unique, and a far dif- 
ferent world than anywhere up-island,” 
he says. “I’ve been to about 60 countries, 
all 50 states, and I know nothing that 


compares to the Hamptons, let alone 


The repu- 
tation it has earned is well-deserved, 
as there is a whole different feel here, 
walking the streets in the villages, that 
you just don’t get anywhere else.
